Johnson Hands 
,Down Bill for 
Poverty War

WASHINGTON (AP) —Presi- 


dent 
Johnson gave 
Congress 


marching orders today for the 
war on poventy concentsating 
his $962.5-million attack on help- 
ing needy young Americans. 


The program to help young- 


sters in the 16 to 20 age brack- 
et centers on a job corps remi- 
niscent of the Civilian Conser- 
vation Corps of the 1930s. 


"The years of high school 


and college age are the most 
critical stage of a young per- 
son's life," Johnson said, in a 
special message on 
poverty. 


• "If they are not helped then, 


many will be condemned to a 
life of poverty which they, in 
turn, will pass on to their chil- 
dren." 


The job corps would enlist up 


to 100,000 young men draft re- 
jects and school dropouts, from 
"those w h o s e 
background, 


health 
and education makes 


them least fit for useful work." 


These young men would be 


Ifcremoved from their slum back- 


grounds and placed in camps to 
work on consercation 
projects 


and in special job training cen- 
ters for a blend of training, 
basic education and work ex- 
perience.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres- 


ident Johnson firmly rededicat- 
ed the United States today to 
the Alliance for Progress in 
Latin America and put heavy 
emphasis on increased 
cooper- 


ation self-help and social jus- 
tice. 


"The 
barriers 
are huge," 


Johnson said. 


"The 
enemies 
of freedom 


seek to harass us at every 
turn. 


"We are engaged in a strug- 


gle for the destiny of the Amer- 
ican republics." 


Johnson spoke at the Pan 


American Union, where Carlos 
Sanz de Santamaria of Colom- 
bia was installed as the first 
chairman of a new Inter-Amer- 
ican Committee for the Alli- 
ance for Progress. 


The President noted that 31 


years ago this month Franklin 
D. Roosevelt proclaimed 
the 


good neighbor policy for the 
Americas, and three years ago 
this month John F. Kennedy 
called for the Alliance for Prog- 
ress — a 10-year, $20 billion 
hemispheric program. 


All U.S. ambassadors and for- 


eign aid mission chiefs based in 
Latin America have been sum 
moned to Washington by the 
President to attend the session 
They are also to participate ir 
a full-scale review of U.S. dip 
lomatic, military and economic 
relations with Latin America 
and a discussion of all aspects 
of hemisphere affairs. 


Tonight 
the President 
wil 


bring the U.S. ambassadors anc 
aid officials together with Lat 
in-American ambassadors at 
White House reception. 


In an 
interview broadcast 


Sunday by three radio and tele- 
vision networks Johnson con- 
ceded that the alliance has 
been making slow progress.

Usury Fails 
to Cancel 
Mortgage 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — The 


Arkansas Supreme Court held 
today that a contract cannot be 
voided for usury simply because 
the creditor asks in a foreclo- 
sure suit for a usurious judg- 
ment. 


The ruling came in a Wood- 


ruff County case in which Mid- 
State Homes Inc. foreclosed on 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. Ellis 
Knight of near Augusta. 


Mid-State carried 
a $3,830 


mortgage on a shell home built 
for the Knights. The Knights 
agreed to pay the note over 76 
months at $53.20 a month. 


In 1962, Mid-State filed suit 


for $1,980 it alleged was due on 
the contract. Woodruff Chan- 
cellor Ford Smith ruled that the 
company had filed suit for all 
the money that would become 
due from the unpaid notes, in- 
cluding principal and interest, 
and because it had sued for in- 
terest which ha^ not yet come 
due, that the contract should be 
voided for usury. 


The Supreme Court said, how- 


ever, 
that 
"The 
trial 
court 


should merely refuse to permit 
the creditor to recover the un- 
accrued interest." 


The Supreme Court said the 


Knights were in default on the 
contract and it instructed t h e 
lower court to determine t h e 
amount they owe Mid-State.

:ircuit court holding that Floyd 
j^ddington was not due work- 
men's compensation benefits for 
an injury he suffered June 14, 
1962 while installing a boiler at 
he school at Luxor a. 


Flood Damage 
Estimated at 
$100 Million 


LOUISVILLE, 
Ky. 
(AP)- 


After a week-long battle against 
the bloated Ohio River, resi- 
dents of five states worked to- 
day to clean up a flood that has 
caused an estimated $100 mil- 
lion damage and has claimed a 
dozen lives. 


Federal planners joined with 


governments of Kentucky, Indi- 
ana, Ohio, West Virginia and 
Pennsylvania to help the esti- 
mated 110,000 persons affected 
by the worst Ohio River valley 
flood in 19 years. 


The crest on the Ohio surged 


downriver and passed Owens- 
boro where some residents have 
returned 
home. Others 
must 


wait for the flood to dip further 
before they can return to mud- 
coated property which they fled 
last week. The U.S. Weather 
Bureau says it will be a week 
before the river drops to flood 
stage at most points between 
Louisville and Cairo, 111.

Wife, Son 
Are Held 


HARRISON, Ark. (AP) - A 


Boone County farmer was beat- 
en to death with a hammer Sun- 
day night and his wife and 15- 
year-old son were charged with 
second-degree murder, Prosecu- 
tor Joe Villines said today. 


Dead is Ames Keff, 62. His 


49-year-old wife, Thelma, and 
son James Lynn, were released 
on $2,500 bond each after the 
charge was filed. 


Villines quoted Mrs. Keef as 


saying she and her son and 
daughter, Cora, 18, returned 
from a neighbor's home Sunday 
night and found Keef drunk. 


"He started cursing us and 


said he was going to kill us," 
Villines quoted Mrs. Keef as 
saying. 


Villines said the woman de- 


scribed the slaying this way: 


Keef took a 12 gauge shotgun 


from one corner of the living 
room and moved it to the other 
corner, then went upstairs "to 
fuss at Cora." 


James r e m o v e d the shell 


from the shotgun. When Keef 
came downstairs, he struck at 
Mrs. Keef and she picked up a 
hammer she kept under a bed 
and hit him. A scuffle ensured. 
"I guess I just lost my head," 
Villines quoted her as saying. 


"He was hunkered down by 


the foot of the bed and I 
straightened him out and h i t 
him some more," Villines said 
the woman told him. She said 
the boy also hit the man.

Panama-U S. 
Pact Report 
Is Denied 


WASHINGTON (AP)-A U.S. 


spokesman has squelched opti- 
mism arising from an Organi- 
zation of American States an- 
nouncement

the United 


States and Panama had agreed 
to resume diplomatic relations. 


The situation was further con- 


fused when an aide to Panama's 
President Roberto Chiari con- 
firmed 
in Panama City the 


agreement 
announced by the 


OAS. 


Panama broke diplomatic re- 


lations with the United States 
Jan. 10 after rioting in the 
Panama Canal Zone left 21 per- 
sons dead and some 200 wound- 
ed. It said it would not resume 
relations until the United States 
agreed to renegotiate the 1903 
treaty under which it has per- 
petual rights to operate the 
canal. 


For its part, the United States 


said resumption of diplomatic 
relations 
must 
precede 
any 


talks about the canal's future. 


Sunday night's announcement 


by Ambassador Juan Plate of 
Paraguay, chairman of the spe- 
cial OAS committee investigat- 
ing the crisis and seeking a rec- 
onciliation, said: 


"The governments of the Re- 


public of Panama and of the 
United States of America have 
agreed to re-establish diplomat- 
ic relations as soon as possible 
to seek the prompt elimination 
of the causes of conflict rela- 
tive to the Panama Canal." 


The agreement calls for both

Rozelle's prepared statement

NEW YORK (AP)-The tur- 


moil of a national election year 
often sends currents swirling 
through the stock market tem- 
porarily. But the effect on the 
economy in general is usually 
far less than the political orat- 
ors are wont to predict. 


Businessmen will be paying 


more attention to any widening 
effects of the federal tax cut 
than to who is likely to be the 
Republican candidate for presi- 
dent or to which party has the 
better chance of winning in No- 
vember. And they will be pay- 
ing even more attention to tlie 
underlying 
strengths 
of 
the 


economy apparent before the 
tax cut. 


In most presidential election 


years in the past the economy 
continued 
along 
the 
trend 


the business cycle already was 
taking, whether that was up or 
down. And any change in that 
trend during the campaign has 
been explained by economic 
causes rather than by political 
prospects.

The market reacts 


quickly to rumors of war or 
peace, to talk of new political 
policies touted as bearing on 
business, in fact, to rumors of 
almost any kind. 


This year the business cycle 


is still on the upside, even 
though the recovery from the 
low point of the last recession 
is now three years old, a ripe 
age for the average upswing. 


The tax cut, as it boosts con- 


sumer buying and as it encour- 
ages businessmen to increase 
their expansion and moderniza- 
tion programs, is counted upon 
to 
keep 
the 
upswing going 


through the campaign period at 
least. 


A world debacle, a sudden 


loss of confidence at home, 
might change this. There is at 
present no sign that either is in 
the making. 


That the course of the econ- 


omy may be changed very little 
by the alarums and excursions 
of the political campaigns docs 
not mean 
that 
businessmen 


won't have their preferences. 


They doubtless will (eel that 


one side will make the climate 
in Washington more salubrious 
for them than it would be under 
the other. Many businessmen 
will openly take sides this time, 
reversing their traditional cau- 
tion about politic partisan in- 
volvement. But they are unlike- 
ly to change their company's 
plans in any way because of the 
fortunes of the campaign.
